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VENEZUELA RESTS 


CASE WITH BOWEN 


American Minister Asked to Arrange 


Settlement of All Difficulties 


With the Allied Powers. 


( 


Washington, 
Dec. 18.—President 


.Castro has clothed Minister Bowen 
with full powers to effect a settle- 
ment with Great Britain, Germany 
and Italy. Mr. Bowen simply awaits 
the consent of the state department 
to assume this task, assuming that 
the nations named are willing that 
he shall undertake this work. It is 
believed that the critical phase of 
the Venezuelan difficulty is passed. 


Whether the consent of these gov- 


ernments can be obtained will, it is 
believed here, depend entirely upon 
the sufficiency of any guarantee that 
can be given for the faithful dis- 
charge by President Castro of any 
obligations he may assume as the re- 
sult of Mr. Bowen's efforts. 
The 


allies feel that they must be assured 
against the consequences of another 
revolution and the repudiation by the 
president who may follow Castro of 
his undertakings. 


MAY BE MIXED COMMISSION. 
The effort to induce the United 


States government to act as guar- 
antor, it is safe to say, will not suc- 
ceed and it is beginning to appear 
that there is' likely to be a mixed 
eommission appointed to receive all 
Venezuelan customs, and setting 
apart a certain portion for the main- 
tenance of the Venezuelan govern- 
ment, disburse the remainder among 
the powers until their obligations are 
met. 


The government of France has now 


entered the field as an active party in 
interest in the Venezuelan trouble. 
The French government has, through 
Its ambassadors and charges 
and 


ministers, served notice 
upon the 


governments of Great Britain, Ger- 
many and Italy, and by way of in- 
formation has also told 
Secretary 


Hay, that any provision made for the 
settlement of the 
claims against 


Venezuela must recognize the pre- 
eminence of the French claims. 


The French government received 


assurances from the other govern- 
ments named that any arrangements 
made would provide for the security 
of the French interests in the Vene- 
zuelan customs. 


The state department has learned 


that, as reported in the Berlin dis- 
patches, a mere money payment will 
not meet Germany's desires. Count 
Quadt, the German charge, had a 
long interview with Secretary Hay 
today touching Venezuela, and the 
fact is now apparent 
that while 


money will satisfy Great Britain and 
Italy, Gcrrr-ar.y r.-.ust have an apol- 
ogy. The difference between her case 
and that of the other powers is that 
the German legation at Caracas was 
attacked, its windows broken, the 
minister's sick wife terrorized and 
the German national honor otherwise 
touched in a manner that cannot be 
healed by money. 


Touching the question of a guar- 


antee of any obligation thnt may be 
assumed by Castro as a result of Mr. 
Bowen's good offices, it is suggested 
in official circles that the United 
States, being without power in the 
absence of legislation to assume di- 
rectly any responsibility for the ex- 
ecution of Castro's pledges, it is still 
possible for the state department to 
give an assurance 
to any parties 


who might be induced to produce the 
money to pay the judgments against 
Castro that when the time comes for 
the repayment the United States gov- 
ernment 
would 
exercise its good 


offices to see that the obligations were 
kept. It is distinctly stated, how- 
ever, that no pledge will be made on 
the part of the 'United States to 
forcibly collect any indebtedness of 
this kind. 


CASTRO BECAME FURIOUS. 


Caracas, Venezuela, Dec. 18.—Early 


this morning the correspondent here 
of the Associated Press saw Presi- 
dent Castro and questioned him re- 
garding the report published in the 
United States that the Anglo-Ger- 
man ultimatum had been accepted by 
Venezuela. 
The president became 


furious with rage and said there was 
no truth in the report. He added: 
"The acceptance of an ultimatum 
cannot be coupled with arbitration. 
Besides, the Anglo-German ultima- 
tum is not, properly speaking, an 
ultimatum." 


When asked if it was true that 


Venezuela was taking 
diplomatic 


steps to arrange for arbitration and 
that arrangements in this connection 
were well advanced, President Castro 
remarked: 
"The 
government of 


Venezuela does not propose to deter- 
mine on any steps while the proposi- 
tion for Arbitration that the legation 


of the United States was charged to 
present to Great Britain and Ger- 
many remains unanswered." 


At noon no answer on the subject 


of the proposed arbitration had been 
received from Washington. 


NO ANSWER YET SENT. 


London, Dec. 18.—No answer has 


yet been sent or decided upon regard- 
ing Venezuela's arbitration proposi- 
tion. The cabinet met this afternoon 
to discuss the matter, "but possibly 
nothing final will be arrived at to- 
day. The question of a guarantee for 
the fulfillment of the decisions ar- 
rived at remains the great difficulty 
in the government's view in the way 
of the acceptance of arbitration. 


WANTS APOLOGY, NOT CASH. 


Berlin, Dec. 18.—Aside from the 


financial claims mentioned in her 
ultimatum, Germany expects some 
form of apology from Venezuela for 
the diplomatic insults which the for- 
eign office says are more serious and 
more gross than those of which Great 
Britain complains. The foreign office 
officials point out that Premier Bal- 
four's remark yesterday evening in 
the British house of commons about 
Germany having other than financial 
claims must be understood as apply- 
ing to diplomatic reparation for these 
insults and not to a material indem- 
nity, like money or territory. 


The foreign office is again calling 


attention to the suspicious in the 
United States lest Germany effect a 
landing in Venezuela. 
It says a 


refutation of such suspicions ought 
to be perceived in the slender forces 
at the disposition of Germany. There 
are scarcely three hundred men who 
could be spared from the squadron, 
not a sufficient number to take La 
Guaira, let alone for an expedition 
into the interior. 


APPEALED TO CASTRO. 


Caracas, 
Dec. 18.—The leading 


citizens of Caracas 
yesterday 
ad- 


dressed a joint 
note to President 


Castro, asking him to give full 
powers to United States 
Minister 


Bowen to effect a termination of the 
present difficulty. 


This note was transmitted to Presi- 


dent Castro at 1 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. 
It is signed by all the 


leading merchants, 
bankers 
and 


business men of Caracas. It reflects 
truly the consensus of current opin- 
ion among the business element of 
this city. 


The men who signed the note will 


meet again 
to discuss 
ways and 


means of obtaining 
money with 


•which Venezuela can meet her obli- 
gations, as well as the guarantees 
which it will be possible to offer her 
creditors. 


WILL FIGHT THE CANTEEN. 


Washington, Dec. 18.—The Anti- 


Saloon League has camped at the 
door of congress and proposes to do 
its best to prevent the re-establish- 
ment of the canteen in the army. E. 
C. Dinwiddie, of Ohio, chairman of 
the legislative committee of the 
league, is here in charge of the 
league's forces. 
Its plan of cam- 


paign is to work directly on senators 
and representatives through state 
league organizations. 
The league 


takes to itself the credit for driving 
the canteen out of the army and Mr. 
Dinwiddie says it must stay out. The 
real fight will come on later in the 
session, when the army supply bill Is 
reported. If the officers of the army 
have their way there will be inserted 
in that bill a provision reviving the 
post exchange or canteen.

DEWE? DISPERSES 


HIS BIG 


Fleet Not to be Concentrated 


Along Venezuelan Coast 


During Holidays. 


WILL SET RUMORS AT REST 


Secretary of Navy Cables His 


Approval of Disposition 


of the Fleet. 


Washington, Dec. 18.—The navy 


department contributed the most im- 
portant development in the Venezue- 
lan situation over night in the form 
of a cablegram from Admiral Dewey 
announcing the proposed itinerary of 
the vessels of his fleet, during the 
Christmas holidays. 
It is clearly 


seen that the plan provides for no un- 
due concentration of ships along the 
Venezuelan coast and so prudently 
and advisedly have its details been 
drawn up that Secretary Moody to- 
day cabled to the admiral the depart- 
ment's approval of his orders. This 
will set at rest the rumors that the 
United States contemplates compli- 
cating the Venezuelan situation by 
dispatching a large naval force to La 
Guaira as an offset to the allied fleet. 


Admiral Dewey's cablegram, dated 


San Juan, Dec. 14, is to this effect: 


"Proposed itinerary of vessels for 


Christmas holidays: Kearsarge, Ala- 
bama, Masaschusetts, Iowa, Scorpion, 
to Trinidad; Illinois, Indiana, Hist, 
to St. Thomas; Texas, to Pointe-a- 
Pitre; Chicago, Newark, Eagle, to 
Curacao; 
San Francisco, 
Albany, 


Wasp, to Mayaguez; Cincinnati, At- 
lanta, Prairie, tugs and torpedo 
boats, to San Juan; Culgoa, to 
Mayaguez and San Juan; Olympia, 
Nashville and Machias, to St. Kitts; 
Detroit, to Antigua; Mayflower and 
Vixen, to Porto Rican waters and vi- 
cinity, and Dolphin, to Antigua and 
vicinity." 


In reply Secretary Moody sent tho 


following cablegram: 


"Carry 
out 
proposed itinerary. 


Merry Christmas."

THEJOAL FAMINE 


Reading Railroad Holds Out 


Hope of no Better Condi- 


tions this Winter. 


Philadelphia, 
Pa., Dec. 18.—Offi- 


cials of the Reading railroad com- 
pany hold out no hope of relief from 
the present anthracite coal string- 
ency this winter despite the efforts 
on the part of the company to mine 
and ship to its full capacity. "Under 
normal conditions," said one of the 
officials, "the anthracite production 
never is equal to the demand dur- 
ing the winter mouths and the Read- 
ing and all the anthracite companies 
have been obliged to draw upon the 
stock, at various storage points to 
help out the demands of the trade. 
This year there is not a pound of 
coal at any of these storage points 
and consumers are dependent entire- 
ly upon the 
daily 
output of the 


mines. The big dealers in New En- 
gland, who usually have in stock 
at this season of the year from 50,- 
000 to 100,000 tons, are bare of 
coal and dependent entirely upon 
what is being shipped to them by 
the various companies. 


Practically all of the Reading com- 


pany's collieries 
are in operation. 


The company shipped from the mines 
during the past two days nearly 1,- 
900 cars of coal. This means a daily 
production of nearly 60,000 tons. 


It is stated that the Pennsylvania 


Railroad company has 3,000 of the 
Reading company's coal cars on its 
tracks in the western part of the 
state, as well as 1,500 belonging to 
the Central railroad of New Jersey. 
These are now urgently needed in 
the anthracite trade. Their non-de- 
livery, it is claimed, is causing much 
delay in the shipment of anthracite 
to points west of Harrisburg. 


Reading company officials decline 


to discuss the question as to wheth- 
er the advance 
of 50 cents a ton 


made in October would hold good 
during 1903, but they admitted that 
it would certainly rule beyond Jan- 
uary 1, 1903, the date fixed by Pres- 
ident Baer for a reduction to the old 
rate. 


An operator who attended a meet- 


ing of the operators in New York 
stated that the advance would be re- 
tained during all of next year.

The tribes east of Fez almost without 
exception acknowledge the pretender 
as the sultan.

Tales of House-Burning. Riot 


and Assault Told Strike 


Commission. 


Scranton, Pa., Dec. 18.—The attor- 


neys for the non-union men resumed 
tho calling of witnesses today before 
the coal strike commission to show 
that violence was committed during 
the proceeding of the strike. As soon 
as the hearing opened at 10 o'clock 
the wages statements of the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western and 
Philadelphia and Beading Coal and 
Iron companies were filed with the 
commission. 


Thp first witnp^q rnllorl snid n inam- 


ber of the miners' union threatened 
to kill him if he did not stop work- 
ing and finally did shoot him. The 
offender wns sent to prison. 


The next three 
witnesses were 


John Hoffman, his son, both of whom 
were working at the Upper Lehigh 
colliery assisting 
in putting in a 


new boiler, and the son's wife. They 
told how a crowd of strikers came at 
midnight to harm the son, who fled 
five miles to another town, and how 
the crowd smashed the furniture and 
attempted to burn the house. 


The next witness related the story 


of himself and wife being hung in 
effigy in the streets of Nanticoke, the 
effigy of the wife being of a most 
offensive character. 


Mrs. Kate McNamara, of Parsons, 


the mother of four small children, 
whose husband was in the mines and 
could not come home for fear of bod- 
ily harm, testified that her home was 
destroyed by fire at night and she 
and her children were rescued with 
difficulty. 


Counsel for the miners called the 


commission's attention to the fact 
that the fire had not been connected 
with the strikers find objected to the 
other side bringing in evidence of 
alleged violence by strikers when 
they cannot prove it. 


Chairman Gray said, while the evi- 


dence did not directly connect the 
strikers with the fire, the inference 
was that the fire was most probably 
of incendiary origin. 
Other wit- 


(nesses were called prior to the noon 
recess to prove they were boycotted 
and otherwise intimidated. Counsel 
for the miners frequently objected 
to unsupported testimony being pre- 
sented.

and McCall resolutions calling upon

of 
state 
for 
the 


facts with relation to the claims of 
Great Britain and Germany against 
Venezuela and generally for a state- 
ment of the diplomatic situation 
with reference to the Monroe doc- 
trine. 


The report recommended that" the 


De Armond resolution lie upon the 
table and that the McCall resolu- 
tion, which called for all the corres- 
pondence in the case, be adopted. 


Mr. Richardson, of

asked why Italy and other European 
countries which were figuring in the 
controversy, were not named in the 
resolution. 


Mr. Hitt replied that he was ad- 


vised that the correspondence was 
similar in each case. 
The recom- 


mendations of the committee were 
agreed to and the McCall resolution 
was adopted. 


The house then went into com- 


mittee of tho whole and took up the 
consideration of the bill reported by 
the ways and means committee yes- 
terday, to reduce the duties on arti- 
cles the growth and product of the 
Philippine archipelago from 75 per 
cent, of the Dingley rates, the pres- 
ent tariff) to 25 per cent.

Dr. Lomas was hur- 
riedly sent for, but when an attempt 
was made to insert the tube of a 
stomach pump, Hosier fought des- 
perately and it required the efforts 
of several men to control him until 
he could be pumped out.

Effort to Secure Gas in That 


Way Years Ago Proved a 


Rank Failure. 


Now that the natural gas supply is 


a question that is agitating the minds 
of the people and to satisfy the Fort 
Wayne people, who think that Bluff- 
ton is being suppHed with gas at 
their expense, a few facts on how the 
company operates its system might 
be in order, says the Bluffton Banner. 


In the first place, Bluffton is not 


being supplied with gas at the ex- 
pense of'Foft Wayne, and the quicker 
the Fort Wayne people get that idea 
out of their heads the easier they 
will rest. 
Fort Wayne is supplied 


with gas from wells located east and 
west of Hartford 
City. 
The 
gas 


comes here through large pipes and 
the station her* compresses it and 
sends it on to Fort Wayne In two 
large lines. While the station here 
is for the purpose of sending the gas 
on to Fort Wayne under high pres- 
sure, yet it has another purpose and 
that is to suck gas from the Hartford 
City wells. 
This fact will appear 


important later in this article. 


At the time G. E. Gardiner had 


charge of the Fort Wayne company's 
interests in this city he got it into his 
head to supply Bluffton with gas. 
The pressure was low and Mr. Gardi- 
ner -was almost bewildered. He want- 
ed to do something for the people, 
however, no matter what the cost, 
and he determined to try an experi- 
ment. He turned the Fort Wayne 
lines into the Bluffton lines in the 
hope of giving the BluSEton people 
more gas. His 
experiment was 


doomed to the worst kind of failure. 
No sooner had the change been mads 
than 
from all over town came re- 


ports to tho effect that the lights and 
stoves were going out. This came 
from a very natural cause, but it 
showed that Bluflton 
could never 


profit from the Fort Wayne gas. 


The station across the river may 


have a, pressure 
of 
one hundred 


pounds' ahead of the compressors.-On 
this side the pressure may be only 
eight or ten pounds and at times a 
vacuum may exist for a short time. 
When the two lines were connected 
the Bluffton line with 
a 
pressure 


greater than the Fort Wayne intake, 
the result was apparent. 
The gas 


from the Blufftcn line all went into 
the Fort. Wayne lines and left us 
irorsc off than mre were in the first 
place. 
The same conditions prevail 


today and were we to attempt to get 
gas by turning in the Fort Wayne 
lines, tho citizens of this city would 
be the ones to suffer. 


The company ill reality is trying to 


supply the Allen county patrons with 
gas. 
Yesterday they sent a man 


along the lines to blow off all the 
water that has accumulated. In the 
winter timo this freezes up and fills 
the inside of the pipe with a heavy 
coating of frost. This frost prevents 
the ready flow of gas and in many 
cases almost chokes off the supply.
